LAWS OF VERMONT, 



No. It. — As Act relating to licrneses lo inn 
keepers and retailers. 
1. Any persons who shall deal in the sel- 
ling of distilled spirituous liquors, wine, ale 
ut beer, in quantities ot twenty gallons or 
more, at any one time, shall be deemed lo be 
a wholesale dealer, nilhio the meaning of 
this act. 

Any person who shall deal in the selling of 
distilled spirituous liquors, wine, ale or beer, 
in quantities less than one pint, shall be 
deemed to be a keeper of a la vera within the 
meaning of litis act. 

Any person who shall keep a bouse of pub- 
lie entertainment, and shall therein furnish 
victuals, lodging, room or accommodations 
for guests, shall be deemed to be an inn keep- 
er within the meaning of this act. 

Any person who shall keep a victualling 
houscshop orcellar.and therein sell victuals, 
or fruits, shall be deemed to be a grocery 
keeper within the meaning of this act. 

J Every person asking and receiving a 
license as herein after provided, for the sale 
of any distilled spirituous liquors, wine, ale 
or beer, shall before tbe same become valid, 
pay therefore to the treasurer of tbe County 
for the use of the County as follows: 

1. For a license as a wholesale dealer, a 
sum not less than twenty dollars for one 
year. 

2. For a license as a retailer a sum not lees 
than six dollar* for one year, or three dollars 
for six months. 

3. For a liceose as a keeper of a tavern, a 
sum not less than fire dollars for one year, 
or two dollars and fifty cents for six months. 

4. For a license as a grocery keeper a sum 
not less than two dollare for one year, or one 
dollar for six months. 

And the said licenses being severally sign- 
ed by tbe presiding officer of the board of 
County Commissioners, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and by the Clerk of the County Court, 
and recorded in the County Clerk's office, 
shall authorize tbe parly therein named to 
sdl according to the terms of said license ; 
and all licenses granted under the provision* 
of this act shall commence on the first day of 
March or September, and shall terminate on 
the last day of February : and no license 
shall be granted for a longer time than one 
year.
